STORY 

Teamwork  Leads  To  6-2-1  Record  In  Final  Nine  Games 


This  soccer  season  has  been 
literally  history  in  the  mak- 
ing.

The  problem  of  starving  is  one 
wrestlers  share  with  women 
runners.  Collins  said  he  re- 
grets that  when  he  first  started  coach- 
ing he,  like  most  wrestling  coaches  at 
the  time,  encouraged  his  team  mem- 
bers to  lose  weight  in  order  to  wrestle 
at  a  lower  weight,  where  -  he  thought 
-  the  competition  wouldn't  be  so 
strong. 

"I  was  wrong,"  he  says  simply. 
"I've  seen  kids  do  crazy  things,  like 
drinking  Ex -lax  or  inducing  vomiting 
before  weighing  in."  They  may  fast 
for  a  couple  of  days.  They  avoid  liq- 
uids and  may  actually  be  wrestling  in 
a  dehydrated  condition.  Collins  said 
that  the  danger  of  dehydration  was 
dramatized  last  summer  with  the  ca- 
dets who  were  stricken  at  the 
Agawam  Police  Academy. 

Collins  said  he  knows  of  a  young 
adult  -  "not  one  I  coached"  -  whose 
efforts  to  reduce  his  weight  for  wres- 
tling "affected  him  later"  with  nu- 
merous health  problems.  "Now  I  just 
tell  my  kids,  "Don't  cut  weight.'" 

He  realizes  now  that  even  when  the 
practice  of  keeping  weight  low  was  in 
vogue  it  failed  to  create  any  advan- 
tage. "You  might  be  wrestling  some- 
one 'smaller  than  you,  but  you  were 
weaker."  Collins  says  that  now  he  tells 
kids  to  build  themselves  up,  to  aim  to 
wrestle  at  higher  weights,     /y^

Drury,  20-4,  Finishes  Second  In  The  State  In  Div.  II  Baseball 


The  equipment  bags  are 
being  packed  away  until 
next  spring,  and  Salem 
High  School  will  do  it  with  a 
smile  after  beating  Drury  4-1 
Sunday  for  the  Division  II  state 
baseball  championship. 

But  for  Drury,  there  will  be  no 
regrets. 

"Our  players  played  a  heck  of 
a  game  and  our  pitcher  (Todd 
Jarvis)  pitched  a  heck  of  a  game," 
Drury  coach  Tom  McGrath  said 
while  accepting  congratulations 
from  well-wishers  at  Holy  Cross' 
Fitton  Field. 

That  "heck  of  a  game,"  by 
Jarvis  was  the  unfortunate  short 
end  of  one  of  those  fabled  pitch- 
ers' duels.  He  held  Salem  to  three 
hits  and  two  runs  over  the  first 
seven  innings,  and  at  one  point 
retired  14  in  a  row.  Early  in  the 
game,  he  struck  out  five  in  a  row. 
Jarvis,  a  6-1  lefthander,  struck  out 
1 1  and  walked  five.  His  season 
mark  stands  at  9-2. 

His  counterpart,  6-7 
righthander  Jeff  Juden,  was  no 
disappointment  to  his  side  either, 
fanning  18  while  walking  five 
and  tossing  a  four-hitter.  Juden  is 
11-1  for  the  season  and  30-4  for 
his  career. 

Both  could  meet  on  friendlier 
terms  someday,  since  both  have 
been  drafted  by  the  Houston 
Astros  of  the  National  League. 
Juden  was  picked  in  the  first 
round,  while  Jarvis  was  selected 
in  the  later  rounds. 

"I  gave  it  my  best,"  said  Jarvis, 
who  will  be  attending  Miami 
Dade  Junior  College  next  fall 
while  working  on  his  pitching. 
"We  just  couldn't  hit  him 
(Juden).  I  think  I  pitched  all  right 
and  I  wasn't  too  nervous." 

Jarvis  said  any  nervousness  was 
due  to  the  stakes  of  the  game,  not 
the  opposition.  "I  don't  care  who 
I  pitch  against." 


Both  pitchers  gave  each  other 
a  verbal  pat  on  the  back. 

"That's  the  first  time  I've  seen 
anybody  throw  that  hard,"  Jarvis 
said  of  Juden  and  his  90  mph 
fastball. 

He's  an  excellent  pitcher, 
"Juden  said  of  Jarvis.  "He  took 
me  apart  four  times." 

The  Salem  pitcher  was  refer- 
ring to  the  four  times  Jarvis  struck 
him  out  in  the  fifth  spot  in  the 
order. 

Juden  fanned  Jarvis  three  times 
in  four  at-bats. 

Salem  struck  early  with  a  run  in 
each  of  the  first  and  third  innings. 
In  the  first,  Bob  Ward  walked 
and  was  tripled  home  by  Mike 
Giardi.  In  the  third,  Ward  dou- 
bled home  Steve  Sadowski. 

The  Witches'  other  two  runs 
came  in  the  eighth  when  Giardi 
singled  up  the  middle  for  an  RBI 
and  the  other  run  scored  on  the 
same  play  on  an  error. 

Kevin  Aubin  gave  Drury  its 
run  in  the  eighth.  He  tripled  to 
left  and  soon  scored  on  an  errant 
pick-off  throw. 

Aubin  said  it  was  just  a  matter 
of  time  before  he  caught  up  to 
Juden. 

"My  first  time  up  I  couldn't  see 
it,"  said  Aubin,  who  was  a  strike- 
out victim  his  first  three  times  up. 
"But  the  last  time  up  I  did." 

Aubin's  blast  was  Drury's  first 
hit  since  the  fifth  inning,  when 
Oberdan  Congello  hit  a  one-out 
single.  Drury's  other  two  hits 
were  by  Glenn  Tatro  in  the  first 
and  Frank  James  in  the  second. 

Salem  had  chances  to  break  the 
game  open  in  the  third  and 
eighth,  but  both  times  left  the 
bases  loaded. 

The  Witches  had  the  bases  full 
with  one  out  in  the  third,  but 
went  down  on  a  strikeout  and 
throwout  by  second  baseman 
Rob  Wilson,  who  played  another 


steady  defensive  game. 

It  was  standout  defense  by  James 
that  left  three  Witches  stranded  in 
the  eighth. 

James,  in  right  field,  chased  down 
a  ball  deep  in  foul  territory  and 
slammed  into  a  fence  gate.  He  was 
shaken  up  but  came  off  the  field  on 
his  own. 

Neither  pitcher  had  problems  in 
the  ninth.  Jarvis  got  Salem  while 
allowing  a  single,  and  Juden  ended 
the  game  with  a  strikeout  after 
yielding  a  two-out  walk. 

McGrath  touted  Jarvis,  sayiNg 
"If  he  pitched  in  this  area,  he  would 
have  been  drafted  in  a  much  higher 
round.  But  you  can  see  who  the  big 
guy  is,"  he  said  of  Juden.

HIKING  THE  LONG  TRAIL 


During  the  summer  of  1988, 
Flip  Fortin,  Jay  Harris  and  Ja- 
cob Elder  hiked  on  the  Long 
Trail  from  Rutland,  VT  to  the 
Canadian  border.  During  the  153  mile, 
15  day  hike,  more  than  half  of  the  time, 
it  rained.  The  size  of  the  mountains 
they  crossed  make  Mt.  Greylock  look 
like  a  small  hill.  The  Long  Trail  crosses 
peaks  ranging  from  2050  feet  to  the 
4303  foot  high  Mt.  Mansfield.  This 
mountain  and  four  others  are  so  large 
that  they  rise  above  the  treeline.  On  the 
top  of  these  peaks  during  the  summer 
months,  winds  can  gust  up  to  60  mph, 
the  temperature  can  fall  as  low  as  20°, 
and  there  is  the  constant  threat  of  be- 
ing struck  by  lightning.  Along  the  trial 
are  randomly  placed  4  -  6  man  shelters. 
The  three  hikers  all  agreed  that  they 
performed  this  feat  to  escape  from  the 
fast -paced  world  into  the  back  coun- 
try.

For  two  weeks  in  November 
Drury  art  students  had  the 
opportunity  to  work  with 
visiting  artist  John  Mac- 
Donald.  Mr.  MacDonald  is  a  tradi- 
tional and  commercial  artist.  He  re- 
cently had  a  show  of  his  work  at  the 
Ars  Nova  Gallery  at  heritage  State 
Park. 

When  asked  why  he  decided  to 
visit  Drury  for  this  project,  Mac- 
Donald outlined  two  specific  rea- 
sons. Primarily,  he  wanted  to  help 
art  students  answer  questions  about 
art  as  a  profession,  and  secondly  he 
wanted  to  expose  the  entire  school 
population  to  art.

Drury  High  School  finished 
third  in  the  Western  Massa- 
chusetts Academic  Decath- 
lon, to  qualify  for  this  year's 
state  finals  in  Boston  early  next  year. 
Pittsfield  High  School  was  the  scene 
Saturday,  November  19,  1988,  as  ten 
schools  converged  to  compete  in  the 
fourth  annual  Academic  Decathlon. 
Sponsored  locally  by  General  Electric 
Co.,  the  day  long  event  featured  writ- 
ten exams  in  the  mathematics,  science, 
social  studies,  fine  arts,  economy,  lan- 
guage and  literature,  and  the  essay,  as 
well  as  an  interview,  a  four -minute 
prepared  speech,  and  a  two  minute  im- 
promptu speech.  The  day  ended  with 
the  "Superquiz,"  a  team  competition 
featuring  questions  on  the  United 
States  Presidency. 

Each  nine -member  team  was  com- 
prised of  three  "A"  students,  three  "B" 
students,  and  three  "C"  students.  Indi- 
vidual awards  were  given  to  the  top 
three  finishers  in  each  category  for 
each  exam. 

The  team's  score  was  calculated  as 
the  sum  of  each  team's  individuals' 
scores.

Drury  placed  third  overall,  behind 
Pittsfield  and  Agawam;  the  fourth  and 
final  qualifier  was  Monument  Mt. 

The  Drury  team  shook  off  some 
touch  competitors  to  win  the  superquiz 
with  a  score  of  19  out  of  a  possible  30 
points. 

In  the  individual  competition,  Drury 
team  members  Harold  Jordan,  Chris- 
tine Kelton,  Ellie  Collins  and  Arlen 
Cellana  each  won  at  least  one  award, 
and  the  team  finished  with  a  total  of 
eight.  Jordan  won  two  second  place 
awards  in  essay  and  mathematics,  and  a 
third  place  award  in  speech.

Felix  rolled  right  and  appeared  to  be 
boxed  in  by  three  Lion  defenders  along 
the  Drury  sideline.  But  Felix  launched 
a  towering  mortar  which  settled  into 
the  grasp  of  the  wide-open  Cramer  as 
he  performed  a  balancing  act  on  the 
endline. 

"They  thought  I  was  caught,"  said 
Felix  of  the  Ludlow  defenders.

Ironically,  the  catch  was  just  the 
second  of  the  year  for  Cramer 
and  both  went  for  touchdowns. 
The  first  came  against  Wahconah 
the  third  week  of  the  season. 

"I'm  a  big-play  man,"  laughed

"I  don't  think  they  were  looking  for 
him  on  that  play,"  said  Felix  of  Cramer, 
who  is  usually  employed  as  a  blocker.
